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REMARKS 

It is respectively submitted that the Examiner's assertion that our inventiorip as currently claimed, 
lacks novelty over US 3 972 062 is incorrect. 

Our Invention, as currently claimed^ defines an electronic package that has a plurality of 
semiconductor devices; a printed circuit substrate having a plurality of printed drcuit patterns and a lead 
frame, where the lead frame includes leads for providing an external connection for the package assembly 
and a non-lead island portion that fomis a power interconnect between at least two vertical power transistor 
devices, thereby avoiding the need for the use of conventional wire bond techniques. 

US 3 972 062 discloses two power transistor chips mounted in a copper alloy mounting channel 
(22) of a mounting assembly (20). However, once the power transistors have been attached to the channel 
(22), but prior to the transistors being mounted on a circuit, the channel is severed to provide individual 
transistor chips (col.3, lines 21-25) (I.e. once the channel is severed there is no electrbal connection 
between the two power transistors). As such, US 3 972 062 only discloses an electronic package having a 
single power transistor mounted on a printed circuit board, as described in col. 3, lines 34-53. 

As such, 3 972 062 does not disclose an electronic package having a pluraRty of semi-conductor 
devices, where at least two of the devices, are vertical power transistor devices, with a printed circuit 
substrate having a plurality of printed circuit patterns.
